The Balloting for tbe New Dignitaries 
of the H. E. Chnreh is Ciommeneed 
[this Afternoon.

23.—The general 
oonferenoe had a crowded house to-day. 
Deep interest was taken in the election 
of bishops. 
The question of electing a 
missionary bishop to India was diacussed 
and laid over temporarily. 


A special session will be held Thurs- 
day evening for considering the report 
of the committee on temperance and 
prohibition. 


Bishop Bowman prayed especiaUy in 
reference to the election of bishopa. 
Four sections of tellers were appointed 
and the voting began. 
» 


The total number of votes oast on the 
first ballot was 447; necessary for a 
choice, 298. 


The ballot was: 
Dr. Vincent, 216; 
Dr. Fitzgerald. 195; Dr. Goodeell, 168; 
Dr. Newman, 156; Dr. Joyce, 145; Dr. 
Payne, 130; Dr. King and Dr. Earl 
Cranston, 108 each; Dr. Eynett, 119; 
Dr. Bulb, 115. 
There were twenty 
candidates who received less than 100 
votes and over fifty who received but 
one vote each. 
On motion, the time in 
which to elect bishops was extended. 


The second ballot was taken and the 
conference then took a recess until 7 
this evening, when the result will be 
made known. 


CONGRESS.

WASHINOTON,

22.—The 
senate 
committee on finance this morning or- 
dered an adverse report on the frac- 
tional currency bill, but in its place, a 
biU will be reported reducing the fee 
upon postal notes for less than one dol- 
lar to one cent 


The senate passed a bill appropriating 
$25,000 for a pubUc building at Zanes- 
ville, O. 


The Kenate has decided by a vote of 
28 to 27, not to consider the fisheries 
treaty in open session. 
The division 
was upon strict party lines, except in 
the case of Senator Hall, who voted with 
the democrats adversely to the Riddle- 
berger resolution. 


The senate committee on judiciary 
yesterday further considered the nom- 
ination of Melville W. Fuller, as chief 
justice. 
A member of the committee is 
authority for the statement that, the 
present status of the case warrants the 
belief that Mr. Fuller wiU be confirmed 
at an early day.

That the daughter 
of the best family has wedded a wgr^i' 
less fellow is talked about in every vil- 
iage, and town, and citv aa "^nivers- 
aUy as the international Sunday-school 
lesson. 
That girls like bad bovs best, 
and that they will forsake father and 
mother, disregard the advice of their 
truest friends and bring desolation to 
the hearts of all„ rather than renounce 
a dissolute felloM , are facts too patent 
to require proof. 
What is the cause of

So, for several days previous to the 
"orgie" the experienced 
hemp-eater 
»ats no meat, drinks neither wine nor 
ipirit, lives 
mainly upon vegetable 
foods, light pastry, and ripe fruits, aud 
imokes little. 
On the day of the de- 
bauch he rises very early and fasts till 
the afternoon, when the friends 'wiio 
ire to join him arrive. 
They prepare 
for dinner by taking a strongly charged 
pipe and inhaling the thick 
white 
smoke. 
A light meal is then served, 
in which plenty of sweet pastry figures, 
fcnd each of the company retirel to his 
cushion prepared for the evening's in- 
iulgence. 
Musicians are stationed at 
the end of the apartment, dancing idrls 
%re introdu<!ed, or if the host is a very 
wealthy man he orders his own slaves 
m. Hemp boluses are passed around, 
ft d the pipes well charged with the 
irug. 
For this purpose tobacco is first 
laid in the bowl, upon this a small 
charge of pure 
hashish extract ia 
placed, and the whole is fired by the 
means of a glowing ember of charcoal 
ind saltpeter which has been mingled 
with honey and dried. 
Strong and 
well sweetened coflFee is handed round ; 
ind while the dancing and music are 
going on the smokers begin. 
Loung- 
ing back they suck the smoke into the 
lungs and air passages, sending it forth 
again through the widely distended 
nostrils ; and, gazing upon the forms 
ftnd faces posturing and revolving be- 
fore them, the hashashin swims off in a 
»eaof blissful content that verges upon 
acstasy. 
As soon as the pipe is ex- 
hausted, strong coffee without sugar is 
taken, and rouses the dreamers from 
their vision of delight 
But a "bolus" 
of hemp cake and another pipe well 
charged, stimulates afresh the excited 
imagination, and sends them oflf again 
into their dreamlands. 
The singers 
ihant their love songs, and the almehs 
sway in their passionate dancea 
This 
goes on for hours, fresh pipes and 
poflfee being passed around at intervals, 
the smokers waking fiom one dream 
only to ero off into another. 
Such an 
orgie, indeed, is «>metimes protracted 
tor two or three days. 
Then lassitude 
and exhaustion ensue, and the hashash 
experiences a sort of revulsion against 
the drug which lasts for somo weeks, 
when the longing for it returns. 
In 
many 
parts—among 
them 
the 
Bektaches, for 
example—there are 
regular gatherings for hemp-smoking, 
just as the Nsairie of Syria meet on 
certain days to drink hemp tea. 
The 
poorer clases find opportunities for in- 
iulging in the drug in the so-called 
meshash" or henip-houses. These are 
forbidden in most moslem countries. 
But though the law may prohibit, it 
aunot suoDress the-ie nlaces.

Almost every morning, ia his rounds 
of the railroads. Tea SsHTnm. reporter 
meets the familiar figure of the dirty, 
laay trudging tramp. They seem to be 
getting more nhmerons now as the 
bright, warm days grow on apace, and 
were it not for the susf idous eye of the 
police and the restraints that the muni- 
cipal authoritiea throw around this dass 
of fellows as a profession, they would 
sweep down upon the dty even as the 
locusts did of yore upon Egypt, or as 
the grasshoppers do to-day upon afflicted 
cold-water Kansas, and devour every- 
thing that comes in their way. 
. They seem to love their aimless, wan- 
aering life and the great majority of 
them would refuse to accept work if 
they cottld get it, preferring to beg and 
steal their wretched way through this 
busy world. 


Where they all come from seems some- 
times to be a mystery, but it is a ques- 
tion easy of solution. They come from 
every walk in life. 
The high, the low, 
the rich and the poor, the educated and 
the ignorant each throw their quota of 
recruits into the great army of tramps 
and many a man who to-day wears 
tramp's clothes and leads a tramp's life 
has seen t>etter days, has been raised in 
affiuence and 
had better prospects 
and enjoyed higher luxuries and priv 
ileges than those at whose door he begs 
a breakfast. 


Ask the miserable, lazy fellow, whom 
you can see around the lailroads almost 
i^any day waiting to steal a ride to some 
distant city, what led him into his tramp 
life and he will pour into your ears 
sad and pitiful tale of the ruin brought 
about by rum. The wine cup, which in 
youth was so tempting and appeared so 
harmless developed into the monster 
that wrecked and mined a life that 
might have been a brilliant one. 


It was such a case as this that our re- 
porter ran onto a few days ago while he 
was engaged in his search for items 
around the depots. The tramp he en- 
countered with a face bloated and seared 
with mm was a familiar fignre aod 
through his tramp's clothes our reporter 
recognized the intellectual features and 
pleasant ways that this young man pos- 
sessed less th*i ten years a^o. He was 
the son of well-to-do parents in an Ohio 
town. Educated in one of the best col- 
leges of the state, he adopted tbe pro- 
fession of the law and began its prac- 
tice. A young man of brilliant attain- 
ments, he soon rose to prominence in 
his profession, and floated in the very 
highest circles of society. 


But the wine cup which he had 
learned to tipple while in college, proved 
bis rain and in a few years after he en- 
te<^ the law he was a common drunk- 
aroN^ the streets. His friends—and he 
had m^y—atten:pted to save him, but 
it was an in vain. His father on his 
dying bei^^aw the young man standing 
by his side With flushed face and un- 
steady form aiid exacted from him a 
promise of refiarm, which was never 
kept. Deeper anct-4eeper he plunged 
into his cnps and in li sbort time, with 
practice and property all 
he wan- 
dered away from the home olMue^child- 
hood and the report came back ro his 
friends of former years that he was lead- 
ing the life of a tramp. Such he is to- 
day, such he will probably be until the 
day of his death, and as he took the 
price of a meal tne other day from the 
hand of a former friend, he said, "Yes, 
this is what whisky has brought me 
to."

The New York, Maiiouing and Western 
Boad Cominir to Fort Wayne. 


The Railway Age, which is authority 
ki its line, sayb eduorially : 


"The year 1888 will by no means be 
unmarked by the building of important 
railway lines, although much of its work 
will be in the direction of branches. A 
line of which bnt little is yet publicly 
known is being vigorously constructed 
from Red Bank, PH., a point on the Al 
legheny Valley railroad, nearly due west 
through Yonngstown and Findlay, Ohio, 
to Fort Wajne, Ind , a distance of 317 
miles. It is cldmed that it will be the 
most direct line across Ohio by thirty 
two miles and that it will shorten the 
distance between New York and Chicago 
138 miles, though* with what existing 
lines the comparison is made is not 
stated. The entire road will, it is said, 
be in operation by November 1, 1889. 
rhe enterprise appears to be in strong 
hands and its constmction is evidently 
assured." 


In its newa column, the Age remarks: 
"The New York, Mahoning i ad Western 
tracklaying was begun at Ottawa, Ohio, 
May 10, and will be pushed east to 
Findlay, a distance of about twenty-five 
miles; work also is in progress on other 
point» of the road, which is intended to 
run from Red Bank, Penn., on the 
Alleghany Valley 
railroad; west via 
Youngstown and Findlay, Ohio to Fort 
Wayne, Ind., 317 miles, forming a 
direct line across Ohio. 
All the con- 
tracts have been let, over 6,000 men are 
said to be at work and it is'expected to 
have the whole line in operation by 
November 1, 1889.

That the daughter 
of the best family lias wedded a worth- 
Jess fellow is talked about in every Til- 
lage, and town, trod city as 'univers- 
Uly as the international Sunday-school 
lesson. That girls like bad boys best, 
and that they will forsake father and 
mother, disregard the advice of their 
truest friends and bring desolation to 
tUe hearts of alL rather than renounce 
a 'dissolute fellon, 'are facts too patent 
to require proof. -What is tke cause of 
this? Inwull-to-do families the girls 
are spared every effort aTOdUeprived of 
fevery . opportunity -to exercise their 
Will-power,. and constantly grow up 
Wholly unprepared to exercise jodg- 
knent, decisions and action.

"The year 1888 will by no means be 


unmarked by the building of important 
railway lines, although much of Its work 
will be in the direction of branches. A 
line of which bnt little is yet publicly 
known is being vigorously constructed 
from Bed Bank,-Pa., a point on the Al- 
legheny Valley railroad, nearly due west 
through Tonngstown and Findlay, Ohio, 
to Fort Wayne, Ind , a distance of 811 
miles. It is claimed that it will be the 
most direct line across Ohio by thirty- 
two miles and that it will shorten the 
distance between New York and Chicago 
188 miles, though-^ with what existing 
lines the comparison is made Is not 
stated. The entire road will, it is said, 
be in operation by November I, 1889. 
The enterprise appears to be in strong 
hands and its construction ia evidently 
assured."
